Memories of past wars and of the 
Holocaust were stirred by: yet an- 
other siren blast. 

In an effort to provide practical 
help to normal people overburdened 
by the pressures of war, a number 
of professionals in the mental 
health field in Jerusalem set up-an 
ad hoc voluntary organization called 
Moked. 


They use the Jerusalem Mental 
Health Clinic in Bethichem Road 
as a base of operations and share 
the telephone number of Aran the 
24-hour hotline for emotional prob- 
lems run by the Municipality and 
the of Health since 1970 
(the number is 69911). 

“A free service of this kind never 
existed here before,” says Judy Hel- 
ler, a volunteer social worker at 
Moked. “We had to feel our way 
around and look for the gaps in 
regular social and mental health 
services during the emergency.” 

They found the atmosphere tense 
and uneasy in the cramped corridors 
of the Town Major's office in Jeru- 
salem, where families who had not 
heard from soldiers came to get in- 
formation. A team of psychologists 
and social workers were sent to help 
make the waiting easier. 

“Most of them sit quietly and 
keep their troubles to themselves,” 
said Naomi Sheffer, a volunteer from 
the Pau] Baerwald School of Social 
Work at the Hebrew University. 
“But if one woman is overwhelmed 
by the unknown and starts to 
scream hysterically, everyone sitting 
here is liable to explode.

Phone and tried to arrange baby- 
sitters. Members of an Immigrant 
association instituted a shuttle ser- 
vice for soldiers between Rosh Pina 
and Tel Aviv. 

But all those outbursts of good- 
will must, in the nature of things, 
slowly dwindle into thin air, she 
sald. Volunteering on the home front 
must fbe channelled through existing 
organizations, which had done much 
good work before the war — Wizo, 
the Working Mothers and their like. 

The Prime Minister's Volunteer 
Centre, which was established a 
year ago, serves only as a chanel- 
ling service, she said. “We receive 
requests and pass them on to the 
organization which seems the most 
promising in the case.” 

The debt the centre owes to a 
British example Is readily acknowl- 
edged by Miss Herlitz. “We have 
been inspired by the Citizen's Ad- 
wvisory Bureau,” established after the 
London “blitz.” 

“And there was a side ‘benefit to 
the strictiy humanitarian work of 
the volunteers in Engtand,” Miss 
Herlitz said. Members of the upper 
middle-class suddenly came into 
contact with the English workers 
and thelr troubles. “The Beveridge 
Plan for a welfare state was the 
logical outcome. I assure you thet 
here, too, the good-hearted persons 
who are ready to share ‘thelr time 
and experience with others wil 
come to realize that a guif exists 
between their way of living and 
thinking and their fellow citizens 
They will never ‘be ‘the same again," 
she believes.

But some families need detatled 
and deliberate advice. How does a 
wife go about her usual tasks at 
home and those normally done by 
her husband, while keeping in good 
spirits and explaining their father’s 
absence to her children?

She should 
sft down with her children — even 
those she thinks are too young to 
understand — and try to dispel any 
fears of and abandonment. 
If they are irritable or aggressive, 
have little appetite or sleep poorly, 
the children should not be punish- 
ed, but given a lot of love.

Both of these groups repre- 
sent the families and concerned lead- 
ers in the United States who are 
trying to amelionate the tragic plight 
of the P,o.W.s amd MIAs in the 
Vietnam War. I have had a great 
deal of exposure in the ongoing dis- 
cussions with the White House and 
Dr. Henry Kissinger in the plang to 
get the P.o.W's home from Vietnam 
after the truce and the difficulties 
in getting the honest facts about 
the MIAs. . ; 

I must make this plea to the 
Taraeli officials dealing with the 
P.o,W. problem: do not enter into any 
negotiations until all Israeli pri- 
soners-of-war have been released and 
all the missing-in-action have been 
properly accounted for.
